CUSTOMS "WAREHOUSING. 


NEW WESTMINSTER, "TUESD AY, 


Now that we have at Jength obtained a Cus- 
toms Tariff which, although not absolately, per- 
fect, is largely adapted to the commercial re- 
quirements of the country, it only remains for the 
Government to initiate such a system of bonding 
goods as will, 
advantages of a free port. It is undeniable that 
with the free port of V ictogia so close to us, and 


with trade so deeply rooted: there, we mnst labor 


under more or less disadvantage, unless the most 


liberal whrehousing privileges be conceded. If |. 


an importing merchant is compelled to have a! tenth 
or a fifteenth part of the value of his entire stock 
locked up in customs duties it will obviously re- 
quire a larger capital to carry on business here 
and larger profits will be needed to remunerate 
the merchant. It is true that we will enjoy a 
fifty per cent. protection as against Victoria 
trade. Buit still, the dead capital locked ‘up in 
duties would always operate prejudicially to the 


_ commercial interests of this port, when placed in 


competition with a free port so close at hand, 
What remains to be done would appear to be the 
-inauguration of a bonding system by which | the: 
merchant would have the tse of his capital (and , 
yet be delivered from the disadvantages, arising 
oat of locking up goods in a bonded warehéuse 
in such a way as to place them beyond the ¢on- 
venient inspection of the trade. -Wereur tiade

till 4 o’clock, p. m., every day; or during such 
other hours as the Customs aathorities may | de- 
‘termine, and is as free of access to customers 


~ during stich hours as any other part. of the | es- 


tablishment.. Another plan has been adopted, 
The merchant gives 
‘bonds to the’Customs Department ina sum ¢ qual 
to twice the duty upon the maximam quantity 
of goods desired to be bonded, and thus obtains 
the unrestricted cnstody of his goods, paying ithe 
‘duty thereon in 30, 60 or, in some instances, | 90 
days. In every case the premises in which goods 
‘so bonded are kept are required to be of a good and 
substantial character, constructed of brick. or 
* stone, ani.a proper insurance kept up upon the 
stock. In this way it will be seen that, while 
the reveriue is not jeopardized, the merchant 
virtually, enjoys all the advantages ofa free-port. 
It appears to us that some such system might 
be introdiiced here with the most beneficial results, 
Of course there would be objections to granting 
such privileges to every petty chapman who 
might choose to dub himself “importer ;” bat 


we see no valid reason why some snch arran 
ment might not be extended to every ake 0 
commercial house, at all largely importing. | It 
would, of course, be the duty of the Customs 
authorities to see that the most unexceptionable 
secnrity was given in every instance. We ear- 


* nestly comme snd this. subject to the consideration 


of the Legislature, believing that it is one of the 
mest important which can oecupy their attention 
at the prvsent jancture. If, in addition to the 


‘ admirable Customs Tariff just promulgated, a 


system of bonding of a spfliciently liberal char- 

acter to ¢onfer upon this place substantially the 
advantages of a free port were iutroduced a very 
brief period would suffice to redeem the past— 
undo what a hostile tariff has accomplished dhr- 
ing the five years it was in force. In less time 
than it has taken to build up Victoria at our ex- 
pense we should see a commercial emporiam 
arise on the banks of the Fraser which weuld hot 

ovly command the trade of the great interior 
but would also supply the increasing trade along 
oar vast sea-board.
